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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted 
no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
8 drawn to Group I non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-8 have been 
CANCELLED. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the 
apparatus for sawing a log into segments as claimed in claim 9. The closest prior art, 
Murray (US 5,680,802), teaches a method and apparatus for bucksawing logs 
comprising many of the claimed elements as noted in the last Office Action, Paper No. 
10. However, Murray lacks the claimed first and second tilted log-feeding means. 
Murray teaches first and second horizontally oriented log-feeding means (e.g. 14 and 18) 
and first and second vertically oriented log-feeding means (e.g. 21 and 25) but none of 
these log-feeding means are tilted. Another closely related prior art, Bolton et al (US 
4,907,294), teaches log-feeding means that are tilted (due to the ramp design thereof) as 
seen in Figs. 3-5, and therefore could be said to teach tilted feeding means per se. 
However, these feeding means feed the log in the transverse direction of the longitudinal 
axis of the log, and the feed direction itself is transverse to the longitudinal axis. In 
contrast the claim requires that the feed direction be "end-wise line of travel", i.e. 
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lengthwise or in the longitudinal axis direction of the log. In that regard, although 
Bolton et al teaches tilted feeding means, the tilted feeding means do not function in the 
same manner as claimed. Moreover, none of the other prior art of record fairly teach or 
suggest this lacking feature in Murray. Thus, it is believed that this lacking feature in 
combination with all the other recited elements are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
